Too many of my dear Christian friends are lazy disciples 
They go to church on Sunday morning, and maybe even 
Wednesday night The rest of the time they put their faith in 
mothballs and their works on the backbumer. 
That’s no way to be a Christ-like person. That's a cop out 
Now. you take the folks at Hilltop United Presbyterian 
Church in Steubenville. Ohio. There’s a group that puts its 
faith to work. Under the shepherding of pastor John Winnett. 
Last year, a member of the Hilltop congregation—a far­ 
mer named Robert Gray—made part of his land and farm 
equipment available to the church. The congregation turned 
that land into a giant vegetable garden. Mostly, the folks 
who worked the soil were the young people. 
Those kids sowed and tended and weeded and harvested 
all summer long. Then they sold their produce at the local 
farmers market. At the same time, the ladies of the church 
baked up a storm.Their breads and cakes and cookies were 
also sold at the farmers market. 
All told, the proceeds from the vegetables and baked goods 
brought in a neat $3,050. That money was £ent to the Tongi 
Clinic, Dacca, Bangladesh. Missionary Herbert Codington. 
M D., used it to buy medical supplies and food for the 
children in that sad and starving country. 
Isn’t that great! but, there’s more coming. 
Farm er Gray passed away this January. As a living 
memorial to him, his family has again made the land 
available to Hilltop church—and donated more acres to boot. 
This year the folks from the church will be out there again- 
tilling and toiling, sowing and reaping. And, this year some 
250 young people from Presbyterian churches in the Midwest 
and East Coast will be there, too, working along with the 
Hilltop folks.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - My husband has ballpoint ink marks 
on his new vinyl jacket. A light application of spot 
remover helped somewhat, but the marks are still 
noticeable. I would appreciate some suggestions. 
—MRS.C.N. 
DEAR MRS.C.N. — The American Institute of 
Laundering suggests hair spray and I have found it most 
effective on the vinyl things I have tried it on. 
Sometimes it will loosen immediately and start to 
“run” so wipe away immediately with a paper towel. If 
it’s a bit stubborn, let spray dry and then wipe away. 
Also, toothpaste often works for this. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with manufacturers who 
make shag carpets. After a year they mat and there seems to 
be no way to make them stand up again. I wonder what others 
who have this problem do about it. Why are the manufacturers 
allowed to get away with this? I have had my carpet only two 
years and such carpets are not cheap. —MRS.E.V.V. 
DEAR POLLY — If any work is being done on your house 
that requires roofing paper, keep some. Put it in the trunk of 
your car to have when you get stuck on a snowy road next 
winter. Put the paper in front of the car tires and you will get 
out of the snow in a jiffy. —MARY S. 
DEAR POLLY — One reader wanted to know how to display 
a collection of antique keys. Since the keys are quite 
primitive, I suggest that the board on which she mounts them 
be covered with burlap. I have seen this done. Such a board 
looks very good hanging in a kitchen or family room. I also 
have such a collection and have mine mounted on a magnetiz­ 
ed board that was intended to be used for kitchen knives. 
Small trivets are also interesting mounted this way.

DEAR POLLY — When you are new in a neighborhood and 
would like to get acquainted with those living on the block, one 
sure way is to volunteer to collect funds for the Cancer Drive, 
Heart Fund, etc. Everyone may not contribute, but you will 
reap the benefits of meeting your new neighbors. —IRENE. 
DEAR POLLY — I find that when using canned vegetables, 
they taste much better if the liquid is heated first and then the 
vegetables added. Or if the liquid is discarded entirely, saute 
the vegetables in butter. When sauteing in butter, I add a little 
vegetable oil to keep the butter from burning. 
I save newspapers for the Boy Scouts and find they fit 
perfectly in large grocery bags when the papers are folded in 
the middle. These filled bags can then be stacked with no need 
for tieing, which I cannot do very well as I have arthritis in my 
right hand. 
I find mechanic’s cream hand cleaner is great for removing 
grease from my husband’s clothes. Work it into the fabric 
before laundering, let stand a couple of minutes and then wash 
as usual. I have used this on many different materials and 
none have been damaged so far. Buy this cleaner in the 
automotive parts department in stores. — MRS.J.S.

DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
15 years old and I am very 
serious about bodybuilding 
My weight lifting book said 
the recommended daily 
allowance of protein is 70 
gram s and a startin g 
bodybuilder needs at least 150 
grams and a pro bodybuilder 
•leeds at least 250 grams 
I have been lifting weights 
for about a year and do not 
feel I am making any gains at 
all 
with regular dai ly 
vitamins, so I would like to 
know about protein tablets 
and if they are good for a per­ 
son who is interested in 
building bodies 
DEAR READER - There 
is a lot to be said for develop­ 
ing a good strong body and 
proper weight training will 
help Many coaches use it to 
improve the capability of 
athletes, specifically to 
develop strength 
If you watch any of the 
weight lifting competition you 
will see that a lot of relatively 
small men are major com­ 
petitors 
The point is that a person 
with a small build does not 
need to. and w ill not 
necessarily develop the huge 
bulging muscles you see in 
some 
parts 
of 
the 
bodybuilding trade Some of 
those individuals are not 
strong but rather make a good 
appearance Some have con 
siderable fat in the body, 
directly attributed to un­ 
healthy eating and training 
methods 
Your book is in league with 
the cult to sell protein 
powders 
and 
protein 
supplements It is not based 
on facts A pound of lean mus­ 
cle, devoid of fat, contains 
only IOO grams of protein 
About 75 per cent of its weight 
is water The latest protein 
i (Hjuirements show that the 
most a growing boy of your 
age needs is about 54 grams of 
good quality protein a day If 
you gained a pound of muscle 
a week that would mean you 
would need an additional IOO 
grams of protein intake a 


week 
That is less than 15 
grams additional protein a 
day to meet your goal If you 
doubled that amount to be 
sure you had enough you 
would still be well under a IOO 
grams of protein a day re­ 
quirement 
Extra protein is used as 
calories or stored as fat 
Those high-calorie, high-fat 
diets advocated by some 
bodybuilding cults are 
dangerous to your health and 
border on plain fraud 
Whenever I find someone in 
the bodybuilding business 
recommending large, ex­ 
cessive intakes of proteins I 
know he doesn't know much 
about the business or is selling 
protein supplements A few- 
well meaning people don’t 
know the mathematics in­ 
volved 
The trick to improving your 
muscle strength and muscle 
size is how you tram, as long 
as you have a good balanced 
diet with as much as IOO 
grams of good protein a day. I 
would guess that may be your 
problem Learn to lift weights 
properly and learn what you 
can expect out of the number 
of times you lift your near 
maximum capacity 
It doesn't do any good to 
overtrain You can only grow 
muscles so fast and beyond 
that limit the extra exercise 
will merely increase your en­ 
durance. This isn t bad but 
may slow up the muscle 
growth 
I'd like you to have a sound 
appreciation for what you can 
expect from weight training 
so I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 5-4, 
Weight Training for Energy 
and Weight Control 
Others 
who want this information can

Congressman James M 
Collins has expressed his 
strong disappointment at 
passage of H R 6218, the 
Outer Continental Shelf Act 
Amendments 
The 
bill, 
which has been subjected to 
long and strenuous debate on 
the House Floor, was finally 
passed by a vote of 247 to 140 
Congressman 
Collins 
described the OCS bill as one 
of the most complicated and 
confusing 
pieces 
of 
legislation to issue from the 
House of 
Representatives 
during this Congress 
“ Off-shore drilling is a 
technological 
feat,” 
he 
stated “ It is clear that the 
formulators of this bill had 
no conception of the com 
plexities involved, including 
the 
technical, 
ad 
mimstrative and economic 
aspects 
“ The confusions in this act 
are 
legion,” 
explained 
Collins. “ Under previous 
legislation, the Dept of the 
Interior has sole authority 
for environmental protection 
in the OCS. The preset bill 


retains 
this 
exclusive 
authority in one section, 
while in another it grants 
shared authority to Interior 
and the EFA, or Interior and 
the Dept of Commerce, or 
all three,” he revealed 
“ Under the old legislation, 
the Coast Guard has sole 
authority 
over 
lights, 
markings and other warning 
devices for the protection of 
navigation, while the Corps 
of 
Engineers 
is 
solely 
charged with preventing 
obstruction to navigation," 


Collins continued "The new 
legislation leaves 
these 
provisions intact, 
while 
adding a new one giving 
shared authority to all three 
entities 
Still 
other 
allocations of authority are 
in direct violation of the 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970 which 
established OSHA activity 
guidelines," he added. 
"The contradictions and 
ambiguities continue." said

If you have fru it tree*, 
peaches especially, be on the 
lookout for the oriental fruit 
moth This pest I* a problem 
wherever peaches are grown 
and also dam ages apples, 
pears, apricots, plums, cher­ 
ries end other crops. 
Damage The first signs of 
damage from the moth appear 
as blackening and dying back 
of new' growth in the early 
spring It is not always easy to 
spot, the damage the moth does 
to the fruit Itself as there usu­ 
ally aren't any signs of exter­ 
nal injury. This is because the 
insect enters the fruit through 
the stem, rather then through 
the ‘ide Once fruit is h ar­ 
vested and cut open, however, 
damage will appear as num er­ 
ous feeding burrows

probate inventories, deeds,

Grapes were grown up the 
side of buildings or laced 
over an arbor 
Many carefully restored 
houses are landscaped with 
plantings such as forsythia. 
Japanese 
yew s, 
Pfitzer 
juniper and 
pachysandra 
They are a sure clue the 
property owner does not 
know his plant history. 
‘‘Forsythia 
wasn’t 
in­ 
troduced from the Orient 
into England until 1844. 
Japanese yews were in­ 
troduced in America in 1861, 
pachysandra in 
1882 and 
Pfitzer juniper 
in 
1901,” 
Favretti said. 
You 
will 
find 
three 
examples of colonial land­ 
scaping in Old Wethersfield 
at the Joseph Webb House, 
the Isaac Stevens House and 
the Silas Deane House, all 
museums run by the Colonial 
Dames of America. 
“The garden behind the 
Webb House is the most 
formal of the three, the 
garden behind the Stevens 
House is functional 
with 
herbs for m edicine and 
curing foods and the land­ 
scaping behind the Deane 
house features fruit trees,” 
Mrs. Willard said. 
The current style of land­ 
scaping, which Mrs. Willard 
calls the ‘‘mustache look,” 
came into prominence after 
World War II when shrubs 
were planted to hide house 
foundations.

horticulture, laws were laid 
down to insure successes in 
shade tree gardening They 
still hold true, and they’re 
grand advice for would-be 
arborists here in North 
Texas. 
—Rule I: Choose a tree 
variety that’s suited to your 
area. In other words, when 
in 
Rome, 
grow as 
the 
Romans grow. 
—Rule 2: Choose a good 
nurseryman as the source of 
your trees, “lf you don’t 
know your trees, at least 
know your treeman.” 
—Rule 3: Plant and care 
for the tree attentively. Just 
like a child and a puppy, new 
trees need proper training 
and upbringing. 
Choice of a good variety 
depends on a little study on 
your part. Texas is blessed 
with 
millions of thriving 
shade trees, some good and 
some not so good. If you’re 
trying to choose the best tree 
for your landscape, here are 
some variables you’ll want 
to consider. 
Think 
about the 
tree’s 
landscape 
contributions. 
Will it meet your particular 
requirem ents 
for 
size, 
shape, 
shade and 
color? 
Select for permanence and 
durability, not just for speed 
of growth. 
Too often we’re hung up on 
the “ fast grow ers” and 
totally overlook outstanding 
types of moderate growth. 
Make certain your tree 
variety 
doesn’t 
have 
inherent insect and disease 
problems to save yourself 
heartaches down the road. 
And finally and 
most 
importantly, make certain 
that your chosen shade tree 
variety is adapted to. the 
soils and climate of North 
Central Texas. They’re both 
peculiar and need to be 
considered 
before 
final 
selection. 
Taking all this into con­ 
sideration we can come up 
with a general list of trees 
that should fit handsomely 
into 
our 
landscapes. 
Included would be pecans, 
red oak, shumard oak, live 
oak, sweet gum, magnolia, 
cedar elm, bald cypress, 
yaupon holly, crape myrtle 
and golden raintree. 
At the other end of the list, 
common trees you’d want to 
avoid would include Chinese 
elms (insects), willows and 
cottonw oods 
(in se c ts, 
disease and roots in sewers), 
Arizona 
ash 
(in sects), 
mimosa (insects, disease) 
and sycamore (disease). 
When it comes to selecting 
a 
nurseryman, common 
sense may be your best 
guideline. 
Look 
to 
a 
professional nurseryman, a 
guy who’s in the business for 
good, because he wants to 
be. Be careful of door-to- 
door plant peddlers and be 
cautious when buying plants 
where the nursery business
